There were less than 50 members on 


the floor of the house today. Immedi- 
ately after the reading of the journal 
Mr. Henderson, (rep., Iowa) from the 
committee on rules reported back fa- 
vorably the Bailey resolution, direct- 
ing the judiciary committee to inves- 
tigate and report upon the question 
whether members of the house who had 
accepted commissions in the army dur- 
ing the late war had, by so doing, va- 
cated their seats in the house. He 
asked for the immediate consideration 
and the resolution was adopted with- 
out division. Mr. Wheeler (dem.. Ala- 
bama), Mr. Colson (rep., Kentucky), 
Mr. Robbins (rep., Pennsylvania) and 
Mr. Campbell (dem., Illinois) are mem- 
bers of the house who volunteered for 
the Spanish-American war. None of 
them was present when the investiga- 
tion was ordered today. 


At the opening of today's sersion of 


the senate, Mr. Collom of Illinois re- 
ported favorably from the committee 
on foreign relations the bill" to provide 
government for the Hawaiian Islands. 
On behalf of Mr. Carter (Mont), who 
was absent, Mr. Chandler offered a 
resolution providing for the redistribu- 
tion of the appropriation bills among 
the several standing committees of the 
senate and so amending the existing 
rules of the senate to make such re- 
distribution possible.

General Shatter's Estimate of the 


Santiago Expedition, 


He Took Chances on Crowd- 


ing Transports. 


War'lnvestigating Commission Calls Upon Gen- 


eral Miles to. Appear 


Washington, Dec. 21.—General Miles 


yesterday communicated to the war in- 
vestigating committee his unwilling- 
ness to volunteer testimony, and a mes- 
sage was sent to the adjutant general 
directing him to request the appearance 
of General Miles before the board. 
No 


reply had been received up to 2 o'clock, 
when General Shafter unexpectedly ap- 
peared. 


General Shafter gave a detailed ac- 


count of his preparations for the San- 
tiago 
expedition. His 
plans 
were 


changed three times by the department 
and once he Started, b\it was called back 
by the report of Spanish \varehips off the 
coast. The transport fleet was not suf- 
ficiently large to accommodate 17,000 men 
for any length of time at sea, but all were 
so anxious to go that he risked consider- 
able crowding to take all the men pos- 
sible. He admitted that he took chances 
in doing this, but said the weather was 
good and there was no mishap to regret. 
The men were regulars almost entirely, 
fully equipped, and he saw that they 
wars made as comfortable as circum- 
stances permitted. 


As to medical supplies, General Shaf- 


ter said: "You know medical supplies 
are the one thing that a. commanding 
officer or a. line officer never knows any- 
thing about. The surgeon is supposed 
to know what he wants. My medical of- 
ficer said he thought he had enough 
medical supplies for the temporary serv- 
ice to which we thought we were des- 
tined. Events proved, however, that the 
surgeon was mistaken. The ammuni- 
tion supply was ample." 


As to supplies, General Shafter said 


there was nothing essential left behind. 


"As to the ambulances, I take the 


whole responsibility myself. I ordered 
and supervised their loading. After 
events proved that it would have been 
better to take 10 or 15 more, and left that 
many wagons behind. But wagons can 
be used for two purposes, and ambu- 
lances for but one. I took the wagons, 
and the wounded had to be transported 
In them after the firat day's fighting:." 


Of the landing facilities. General Shaf- 


ter said they had two large barges, on* 
of which was lost en route, and'a small 
tug, the Captain Sam, whose captain de- 
serted during the night. The boat ca- 
pacity of the transport fleet was sufficient 
for the landing. 


General Shafter had arranged with the 


Cuban general, Castillo, the day prior to 
the landing, to have 1000 meti back of 
Baiquiri to catch the Spaniards when 
they were shelled out by the navy. Cas- 
tillo was three hours late, however, and 
all the Spaniards got away. 


"How about getting supplies to the 


front for the men?" asked 
General 


Beaver. 


"It was the one problem of the cam- 


paign, and it taxed us to the utmost," 
said he. "If it had not be»n for the pack 
train we could not have done it, and the 
expedition would have been a failure." 


General Shatter regarded the landing 


of the expedition as eminently success- 
ful. They lost only two men and 30 
animals out of a total of 20,000 men. It 
was a. remarkable record. 


"A majority of the regimental surgeons 


left their medical chests on their vessels. 
When I found this I put Dr. Goodfellow 
aboard the Mantes and had him collect 
these chests. As soon as they were land- 
ed they were put on four wagons and 
distributed at once to the men." 


At one time, with an army of 21,000 


men, he had to issue rations to 40,000 
people, the excess being the refugees 
from Santiago, whom he could not allow 
to starve. The wounded were cared for 
as carefully as the ciicumstances would 
permit. 


"The doctors worked like Trojans, Oil 


they were sick and worn out. You can't 
get very old and experienced surgeons 
to go on a summer campaign for $100 
a month. 
Compared with the Civil 


war the -wounded were better cared for 
In Cuba than they were then. " 


Asked if he thought his own sickness 


had any effect on the success of the Cu- 
bam campaign, General Shafter said: 


"No, most decidedly. 
The campaign 


was carried out as planned from the 
•tart ,and my health or sickness did not 
alter the campaign plan. 
I knew I 


waji going: to have a sick army on my 
hands In the country pretty soon, and I 
•Imply rushed matters to an issue as 
Boon aa passible. 
For myself, I was 


not seriously sick." 


Governor Woodbury asked how the 


staff officers appointed from civil life 
turned out. General 
Shafter said: 


"They were men, as a rule, who had no 
previous military experience and might 
not have been much use in executing a 
military maneuver. But I had three of 
them on rny staff, and for carrying or- 
ders, distributing rations to the refugees 
»nd a thousand necessary things, they 
were invaluable. 


"Beginning with Colonel John Jacob 


Aator, who was perhaps the most inex- 
perienced, they were splendid fellows 
and did what thay had to do. Astor fell 
In wltti the work, ate his beans and did 
Ills duty as cheerfully and expeditiously 
as though he had not a dollar. Captain 
Brlce, son of Senator Brlce, was an ex- 
cellent officer, and did fine work in feed- 
Ing those hungry people at Caney. 
At 


times he had to take an axe helve and 
Rtand oft some of the men who were 
keeping back the weaker women and 
Children. And he did It effectively."

THE NEW DEPOT. 


The new depot is so nearly completed 


that it is now possible for one to rea- 
lize what a handsome and modern 
station the town will have. 


The depot is built in haJf-hexagon 


shape and is fully large enough to ac- 
commodate the town for many years to 
come. The ticket and telegraph office 
is of hexagon shape, the three front 
sides being formed by a large bay win- 
dow in .the front, and the remaining 
three sides extending back into the 
waiting room, making the latter almost 
a semi-circle. In the rear the building 
extends out several feet, and this part 
is cut up into a ladies1 waiting room 
and toilet rooms. 
The 
gentlemen's 


toilet rooms are on the east side of the 
•waiting room. On the west side of the 
structure is a stone portico, erected to 
add to the architectural beauty of the 
building rather than for any particu- 
lar use. The baggage room stands 20 
feet east and is joined to the depot by 
a covered platform, which extends in 
front of the depot and,53 feet west of it. 


The building, entirely completed, but 


not equipped, will cost, aside from the 
new platforms and grading, $8,000. This 
amount includes the baggage room. 
Both buildings are made of Arermont 
bluestone, a very pretty stone and one 
veil adapted for use in a building like 
a depot, -which is subjected to more or 
less smoke which is apt to give it a 
dingy appearance. 
The building will 


Boon be ready for use and its opening 
•will be hailed with joy by the railroad 
men and the traveling public. The old 
depot was burned a. little over a year 
ago.

THE ivEssoN or THE ELECTION. 


The election indicates one thing- very 


pointedly 
It is that the "opposition" 


or "unrest" in this city is social in the 
broadest sense and is not political and 
is, in last analysis, without reference 
to any administration or mayor. The 
industrial system, particularly in a 
very industrial community like this 
one, imposes hardships on the masses 
that require considerable fortitude and 
BO small degree of philosophical tem- 
perama(nt to successfully -withstand. 
It is true that this thing is a wordld's 
fault and ia no doubt no greater here 
than in communities of similar char- 
acter. But that does not alter the 
question. In vain you will preach to 
the masses that their condition is due 
to economic law; they have come to 
look to civil law, municipal, state and 
national for a lessening of the hard 
circumstances of their life. 
Thoug-h 


the statement may appear paradoxical, 
there IB a profound truth in their ir- 
rationality. The truth lies in the fact 
that cities, states and nations acting in 
their corporate or collective capacities 
should set the standard of right rela- 
tionships and proper conditions. The 
Influence of civil service, of short hours 
and good wages for government em- 
ploye's is beneficial to the state though 
to them may be traced half of the dis- 
content that is in the land. The work- 
Ingman has become intensely critical; 
in the main without information to 
make his criticism tell. He sees some 
of his fellows favored and self interest 
makes him insist on privileges equal 
to the best afforded to others of his

Washington, Dec. 21.—The house yes- 


terday listened to the first, speech i,n 
the subject of the annexation of tha 
Thilippines. 
Mr. Williams of Missis- 


sippi, a Democratic member of the for- 
eign affairs 
committee, in an hour's 


speech, stated his opposition to a policy 
which would bring the islands under the 
sphere of United States influence. 
Ho 


contended that it v.-ou'd be hostile to the 
spirit of our institutions to assume con- 
trol over 9,000.000 unwilling- subjects, 
that annexation would cost us 5140,000,- 
000 a year, that the annexation of the 
islands met none of the testa which ap- 
plied to our past acquisitions of ter- 
ritory, and would be a mistake from a 
social, political and material standpoint. 
Mr. Williams' remarks received careful 
attention, and several times drew ap- 
plause from his Democratic colleagues. 


The agricultural appropriation bill 


was passed without material amend- 
ment. 
It carries $3,696,322, or $181,120 


more than the current law. 
Several 


resolutions from the river and harbor 
committee, calling: upon the secretary of 
wur for "Stimates as to the cost of cer- 
tain proposed river and harbor work, 
were adopted. 


The commerce committee of the house 


decided to take up the Nicaragua canal 
question upon th-e second Tuesday in 
January. There will be no hearings. 
The committee, fixed Jan. 6 for passing- 
upon the pure food bill. 


Mr. Hawl«y of Texas introduced a bill 


to amend the act incorporating the 
Maritime Canal company. It has been 
approved by a majority of the sub-com- 
mittee of interstate and foreign com- 
merce. 
The bill follows other bills in 


many particulars. 


The house committee on postoffices 


yesterday authorized a favorable re- 
port on the bill Introduced by Repre- 
sentative Ix>ud of California, providing 
for the amendment of the laws relating 
to eecond-class mail matter.

committee. 


Senator Teller occupied tha first half

New York. Dec. 21.—About 200 persons 


attended the meeting of the woman's 
board of home missions of the Presby- 
terian church In this city yestprdaj. 
The object of the meeting was to in- 
augurate an aggressive campaign t < 
prevent the seating of Brigham ]•.

woman's board, opened the meeting, and 
Rev. 
William R. Campbell of Salt Lake 


City, for several years a Presbyterian 
missionary in Utah, introduced Eugene 
Young, a grandson of Brigham Young, 
and Mrs. Fannie Stenhouse. 


Mr. Campbell explained 
that Mr. 


Young was born in Utah and had to leave 
that country because of his determina- 
tion to speak his mind freely on political 
matters without the dictation of the 
Mormon church. Mr. Young was re- 
ceived with great applause. He said 
among other things: 
* 


"There seems to be a disposition in the 


east, particularly among the politicians, 
but even among the churches, to treat 
the revival of the Mormon issue as a 
minor matter. There is an inclination 
to view the election to congress of B. H. 
Roberts—a three or four-ply polygamist, 
still living in polygamy—as an unavoid- 
able outcome of old conditions in Utah 
and a mere question of personal moral- 
ity. Some day they will see, as those 
who know Mormon ambitions see now, 
that Mr. Roberts is a mere instrument, 
the representative of mighty forces. 
They will learn that through his election 
a people 300,000 strong have turned from 
American liberty and American moral- 
ity, and have taken the initial step to- 
ward the establishment of a hierarchy 
foreign to our institutions and our social 
laws, in the midst of our republic. 


"Mr. Roberts has proved on more than 


one occasion that th* word of the Mor- 
mon leaders is his law and that hs is 
willing to sacrifice his American liberty 
to carry out th« demands of the church 
euperiors. 


"If Mr. Roberts was merely a common 


law breaker, frowned upon by his own 
people, It would be wasting tiina to make 
any effort against him. But If, In drag- 
ging polygamy into the house of repre- 
sentatives he U representing the defiant 
sentiment of the whole Mormon people, 
then the people must not rest until con- 
gress has cast him out as a warning to 
all covenant breakers and all polyg- 
e,mist»."

"Washington, Dec. 20.—IR accordance 


with notice previously given, Sir. Platt 
of Connecticut addressed the senate on 
the resolution declaring that under the 
c-oninitution of the United Siatss no 
pow»r is given to acquire territory to 
l)e h:ld and governed c»rmanent!y as 
colonies. 


Mr. Plait's speech was a constitutional 


argument, maintaining thj legal right 
of the United Slates to acquire territory, 
und -s\as particularly intended as a re- 
futation of the position talcon by Mr. 
Vest in support of the resolution. 


"I do not propose to discuss the policy 


of expansion," said Mr. Platt, in the 
preface of h;s argument. "I do not pro- 
pose, either, to uiscuss the features of 
the g-ovenir..ent we might establish in 
any foreign territory we might acquire. 
Expansion lias be«n a law of our na- 
tional grotvth, the mainspring of our na- 
tional development. I shall maintain 
that the United States has shown a grreat 
capacity for government in all trying 
times and under many trying conditions 
and tl-at it is capable to meet any emer- 
gency likely to arise. 


"I propose to confine myself to tho 


question of the right or power denied by 
the resolution. I shall contend that tha 
United States IB a nation, and that as 
such it possesses every sovereign pow er 
not reserved by the constitution to tha 
states, or to the people themselves; that 
the night to acquire territory was not re- 
served, and that, therefore, the right is 
an inherent right—a sovereign right, a 
right to which there is no limitation. I 
shall show, aleo.that in certain instances 
this inherent sovereign right is to be in- 
ferred from specific clauses of tha con- 
stitution itself." 


Mr. Platt then launched into a consti- 


tutional argument, quoting extensively 
from, authorities treating of the ques- 
tion. In maintenance of his position of 
the right of the United States to acquire 
foreign territory he quoted from the 
opinion of Justice Gray in the Chinese 
exclusion case. He declared that in the 
discussion of tha annexation of the Ha- 
waiian islands the entire question of this 
government's right to acquire foreign 
territory was considered thoroughly, and 
that the senate" had settled it satisfac- 
torPy and risrhtly. We did not annex 
the Hawaiian islands as a state, said Mr. 
Platt, or with any declaration that tha 
territory should become a state. We 
took it by cession. Our title to the terri- 
tory is perfect and complete and oon- 
Btltutional. 


Mr. Platt maintained that our right to 


Florida did not rest alone upon the quit- 
claim from Spain, but upon a deeper and 
broader right. He h°ld that the United 
States have the right to acquire terri- 
tory in all ways that are ceded to other 
sovereign nations of the world, 


Justice Will Prevail, 


In conclusion, Mr. Platt said he could 


not undarstand the sentiments or mo- 
tives of those who wished to circum- 
ecrlbs the powers of the nation. Why, 
he asked, should we belittle those powers 
or strive by subtlety and sophistry to 
hamper the progress and growth of th« 
country ? Rather than pursue this course, 
why should senators not wish the nation 
godspeed in its mission of extending our 
fr^e institutions as far as possible. As 
for himself, he knew our people to be a 
liberty loving and a right doing people, 
and he had no misgivings that any ad- 
ministration of the United States would 
fail in its duty towards the people of any 
acquired territory. He had faith in the 
government and faith in its future and 
had no disposition to conr.tscend to 
carping criticism or craven fear. 


"He had not lost confidence in the doc- 


trine that right makes might, and with 
a nation guided by that principle, as he 
believed this nation to be, there could be 
no doubt that it would dare to do its duty 
bravely tov, ards any people which might 
fall within the limits of its Jurisdiction. 
It had been only a little more than a cen- 
tury since the liberty bell had proclaimed 
the signing of the constitution and it was 
not for us now to declare that we cannot 
proclaim liberty to my land one foot 
from our o^\n original shores. "Oh, for 
the faith of the fathers," he exclaimed. 


Mr. Hale, from the conference com-

With Much Interest. 


Boston, Dec. 20.—The breaking of the 


Anglo-American cable on Nov. 27, the 
day of the great storm, which break has 
since been located seven miles off Peaked 
Hill bar. Cape Cod, is regarded as an- 
other clue as to the location of the wreck 
of the steamer Portland. 


The cable steamer Minia picked up the 


off-shore end of the break yesterday af- 
ternoon, and after buoying it left the 
work of getting the in-shore end of the 
cable and splicing the two until today. 
It will not. therefore, be surprising, if, 
when the steamer finishes her work, there 
may be some n«w developments as to 
the whereabouts off the cape of the re- 
mains of the much-sought-lor steamer. 
The Anslo-Americaji cable, which lands 
at Duxbury, comes 
from 
St. Pierre, 


Miquelon, running in by the north end 
of the cape between Race Point and the 
Stell Wagen bank, which is about eix 
miles otf the end of the cape. The cable 
is used as a loop between this country 
and St. Pierre, at which latter place 
mesaag-es are relayed over the long cable 
to Ireland. 


On the morning of the great storm the 


cable operators at Duxbury suddenly 
found their communication 
with St. 


Pierre cut oft. The electricians, after 
careful testing, located the hreak be- 
tween 20 and 30 miles from the Duxbury 
•nd, but owing to the fact that the Minia 
was at work on the cable near St. Pierre 
her serx-ices were not secured' until last 
week. She left Halifax Saturday after- 
noon and arrived off Cape Cod early yes- 
terday morningr. 


It was the work of only a few hours to 


pick up the off-shore end of the cable 
and establish 
communication to St. 


Pierre, anfl from that point to this city, 
but before a message could be sent to the 
Minia regarding indications of 
any 


wreckage, or as to the nature of the 
break in the cable, the steamer had 
buoyed the end of the cable and left the 
work of splicing it until today. A dis- 
patch from Provincetown states that the 
steamer put into that port for a harbor 
late yesterday afternoon. 


Tha point where the off-shore end of 


the break in the cable is buoyed is seven 
miles east northeast of Peaked Hill bar, 
a point at which the majority of the life 
eaverg and the old sea captains rm ths 
cape seem to agree that the Portland 
foundered. The water here is between 35 
and 40 fathoms in depth, and the ebb tide 
runs out about one knot faster than the 
flood tide comes in. 


If, as it Is now believed, the steamer 


Portland went down some time between 
8 and 10 o'clock on Sunday morning, the 
tide at that time was within an hour of 
high •water, and all the afternoon ran 
out with increased velocity, owing to its 
great height, by the end of the cape, and 
probably swept out to sea a great ma- 
jority of the bodies of those on board. 
At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the tide 
again turned and rushed into the bay, 
bringing with it a few of the bodies, and 
perhaps some of those which the last o£ 
the ebb tide had released from the hull 
of the steamer. The first of these bodies 
was picked up off High Head life saving 
station, between 10 o'clock and midnight 
on Sunday night, but all subsequent 
bodies were found to the south of this 
point, the greatest number being re- 
covered 25 miles down the beach, be- 
tween Nauset and Chatham. 


The fact that some milk cans came 


ashore at Peaked Hill bars between 7 and 
8 o'clock Sunday night, and a greater 
portion of the wreckage from the upper 
works of the steamer before midnight 
at that end of the cape, is accounted for 
upon the supposition that the entire 
upper works of the steamer were swept 
off of her at a considerable distance to 
the north of where she went down and 
were driven toward the cape by tho 
northerly g'ale. The hauling of the win<l 
to the westward Sunday afternoon pre- 
vented any of this wreckage going into 
the bay west of Race Point, while the 
ebb tide of Su;i4a,y afternoon and the 
flood tide of early evening carried the 
heavier articles, such as kegs of ale and 
butter, with the bodies, further to the 
•south. 


The break in the cable was undoubt- 


edly th« work of some vessel, and not due 
to the inclemency of the weather or the 
boislerous sea. No fishing schjooner or 
coaster would have anchored in such a 
depth of water at such a time, or even 
if she had done so, couUl not have held 
onto her anchors for two minutes m such 
a gale, so that the theory thnt th? cable 
was parted by the ordinary moans can- 
not be entertained In this onse. 


It must have been, broken by the sharp 


blow of some heavy body. <?uch as the 
ponderous machinery of the Portland, 
although it is hardly probable that the 
machinery at that time was in motion. 
The above theory of the wreck, there- 
fore, leads to the belief that the steamer's 
upper \vorks were swept clear of her 
When she was a considerable distance off 
th« end of the cape, and t'*e rest of the 
hull, after being battered by the gale, 
at length plunged beneath the waves, 
seven miles east northeast of Peaked 
Hill bars, between 9 and 10 o'clock Sun- 
day morning, and In striking the bottom 
happened to hit the cable and broke it,

Councilor Jefferson of Worcester Says 


President McKinley W II Visit
